__l?We own the land and are g oing to build a 
new landfill" and "We are not going out of 
business in Antioch," are quotes from 
Thomas Volini, representative of the legal 
department of Waste Management, Inc. 

Those statements and another one made 
by Trygve Bakkum, vice-president of Waste 
Management, Inc., that there would be no 
change in the type or size of the landfill 
operation that has been in the same spot in 
Antioch for three decades, seemed to be the 
bottom lines* at a press conference that 
Waste Management requested be held with 
representatives of Lakeland Newspapers. 

The fact' that its operation had run with 
few complaints until they came to the village 
proposing the annexation of an addi tonal 60 
acres, next to the present site in Antioch's in- 
dustrial area, was stressed by the Waste 
Management representatives. . 

According to the world's largest disposal 
company, the purpose of the conference was 



so that the "Waste. Management story could 
be told." 

On Thursday, March 18, three represen- 
tatives of the disposal company sat down 
with three representatives of Lakeland 
Newspapers for an informational and 

question and answer session. 

Waste Management came armed with a 
stack of copies of newspaper stories on the 
proposed landfill site, complaining that none 
of them told the company's side of the story. 

After giving a lot of scientific facts that 
they claimed the company's record would 
stand behind, a fact that has not been 
properly highlighted to date surfaced. 

According to Waste Management, at the 
present time, the company is using ap- 
proximately 36 of the 80 acres that constitute 
the present landfill site for disposal pur- 
poses, i ,-. 
| The sight is almost full, following the eight 



year estimation made at the time it was an- 
nexed to the village in 1974. 

Waste Management said that it intends to 
close that site within a year, covering it with 
dirt and planting it with grass and continuing 
to monitor it for any ground seepage or other 
danger signs that will in any way have an ad- 
verse effect on the surrounding area. 

They said that the intention is to simply 
move to an adjacent site of 70 acres (10 of 
which are already in the village limits) and 
operate the same size landfill, ap- 
proximately 36 acres, in the same way they 
have been operating the previous ones. 

Approximately the same kinds and a- 
mounts of garbage will be dumped under the 
same operation, which they claim is the best 
in the business. 

They expressed surprise at all the con- 
troversy created by their new proposal, 
saying that they had only come to the village 
because they wanted to be good neighbors, 
willing to. let the committee to investigate the 



present landfill sight do their investigation 
because they had no worries, . since Waste 
Management stands, on its record as the 
biggest and the best in the business and has 
"some of the finest landfill sites in Illinois 
and the world."

Antioch Township Supervisor Jim Fields 
was the leading vote getter among a field of 
eight candidates for county board district 
four in the March 16 primary election. 

Fields, seeking election to his second term 
on the county board, totaled 3,633 votes in the 
Republican primary followed Joy former 
county board chairman and Avon Township 
Supervisor Norm Geary with 3,542. Also 
nominated for re-election to the the county, 
board was Donna Mae Litwiler of Ingleside. 
Incumbent board member Joe Tobolik was. 
defeated by Howard (Bud) Scott of Lake 
Villa. 

Scott's total of 3,169 was good for the fourth 
spot on the Republican ticket in November.

Saying "a lot of wierd stuff 
went on" but vowing to pur- 
sue the Democratic ap- 
pointment to 'oppose Philip 
Crane in Novmeber, Dan 
DeFosse of Antioch said his 
campaign for congress has 
not slowed. 

DeFosse officially collec- 
ted 19 write-in votes in Lake 
County and 11 in McHenry 
County in an effort to garner, 
600 write-ins and be placed 
on the November ballot for 
the Democratic party. 

DeFosse said that he 
knows that the support was 
there, but that most of the 
write-in ballots were thrown 
out at the precinct level 
because "the intent of the 
voter was not clear." 

"I'm a little bit disgusted, 
but actively going after the 
party appointment," said 
DeFosse. q 

■ DeFosse explained that 
because there was both a 
representative from the 12th 
congressional district and a 
state central committeeman 
from the 12th congressional 
district on the ballot, it com- 
plicated the write-in process 
for those who wanted to sup- 
port DeFosse. 

Writing in Dan DeFosse 
for the' 12th congressional 
district, was not clear 
enough in the eyes of the law. 
It did not differentiate bet- 
ween the central committee 
and U.S. representative 
positions. Therefore such a 



ballot would be thrown out. 
Only ballots that specified 
"representative in congress 
from the 12th district,!- were 
counted, said DeFosse. 

DeFosse said that despite 
the fact that he tallied only 
30 official write-ins, "we„ 
have a list of over 200 people 
who we personally know that 
voted for me," said 
DeFosse.

was first, the site is not "downtown," it is 
near the industrial section and secondly, sin- 
ce the intent is that it be the same size and 
type operation as has been in effect for 
several years, having no previous effect on 
the economical growth of the commercial 
community, they could see hone in the 
future. 

Volini said, "I am confident; when the 
report from the village consultants is .in; if 
they have the same expertise as our own 
team of technicians has, piey will not oppose 
the landfill expansion! I am not saying that 
they will advocate it." 

He added, "The technical data given them 

, proves to a level of scientific certainty that 

the landfill expansion will hot harm the area 

, evironmentally, effect the real estate values 

or the wells or water supply." : 

Volinisaid that records based on sales 
show that real estate values in 'Little Silver 
Lake, the community nearest the present 
landfill site, had gone up 25 percent since the 
site's advocation 1974. \ i-. 

In answer to the question of how Antioch 
residents would benefit from the new landfill 
proposal, Volini said, "Garbage has to be 
disposed of and the safest way is in the 
ground." 

. He said the closeness of the dump would be 
an economic benefit, keeping the local cost of 
disposing of garbage low.' 

He added that dealing with a company of 
Waste Management's good record was also a 
. plus. 

Volini capped the benfits by saying that if 
the village annexed the landfill site, the land 
would be given to the village inside of nine to 
11 years, with the village having the choice of 
the form. 

Proposals of a finished regional park, a 

simple grassy knoll or one-half (recreation 

facilities and one-half industrial site or 100 

percent industrial site would be made to the

Volini added that monitoring of the site as 
a safety measure would continue after the 
landfill site was closed. 

Bakkum pointed out that Quaker In- 
dustries, in Antioch's industrial section, was 
built on a former landfill. = - } = | - 

Bakkum emphasized that the land would 
be ideal for fight industry such as is the bulk 
of the Antioch industrial community at 
present, adding. that the closed landfill site, 
worth hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
could bring as many as 1,100 jobs to the area. 

According to the legal' representative of 
the disposal company, they had refused to 



open the lech ate for testing as requested by 
the investigation committee, because testing 
was unnecessary, they knew what Was there, 
"bad stuff" that they likened to the contents' 
oiF a septic tank which many people have in 
•their own yards. ' * v 

Volini emphasized that the important thing 
was that the watse was properly contained 
and.that the cluster monitoring wells oh the 
perimeter of the lech ate were watched 
carefully since , they would show any 
seepage.* • * .. 

. According to Bakkum, not one instance of 
any kind of polution had ever been reported 
during Waste Management's operation of the 
landfill site in Antioch, 

Volini added that there was a 'minimal 
smell occasionally until the deodorization 
process and a certain amount of noise made 
by the operation's machinery; but he 
minimized that too. 

Both Volini and Bakkum denied the 
possibility that the landfill operation had any 
effect on the water level of Little Silver Lake, 
as had been previously charged. 

Then, giving what may have been one- of 
the main reasons for calling ,the press con- 
ference, Volini said that the investigation of 
the landfill committee had cost , Waste 
Management valuable time, five months 
having already lapsed since Waste 
Management first came tc^ the village and 
the disposal company had yet to start the 
legal process which takes 134 days before ap^ 
plication can be made to the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

: He reiterated that time was growing short, 
with the project orginally slated to take a 
year. 

Volini said, "We have no present intention 
of withdrawing our petition to the village," 
but the inference was that if the village didn't 
act soon, Waste Management would proceed 
with the legalities under the state statute 
requirements and there would be a landfill 
site with the village having no contol over it 
and losing some of the benefits- 



A point that all three men made several 
times was that their expert technicians had 
said that the- site was _ 100 percent 
geologically perfect for a landfill site and 
"garbage should go next to garbage," in-_ 
stead of being spread all over an area. 

One conclusion that could be drawn is, if 
the present landfill site's operation is found 
to be above reproach, since the new proposal 
is supposed to be a simple, continuation of the 
same, Waste Management has a good case 
for its side, at least that is what the company 
hopes to convince the village of.
